Claim 9 (Currently Amended) : Fuse insert according to claim 
8, charact e rised in that wherein the surface profiling comprises 
small teeth configured as barbs, which block movement counter to 
the insertion direction of the contacts into the insulating body 
(1) . 

Claim 10 (Currently Amended) : Fuse insert according to one of 
the preceding claims claim 1 , characterized in that wherein each 
free end of a contact segment (14, 15) that faces away from a 
contact tongue (12, 13) has a center notch (19, 20) . 
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
